Not  for  women  only 

Brazilian  filmmaker  Sergio  Toledo  brings  'Vera' to  the  U.S.  and  discovers  it's  ‘a  lesbian  film '

TRAVEL  IS  broadening.  Con¬ 
sider  the  case  of  Brazilian  film¬ 
maker  Sergio  Toledo,  who 
poured  30  years  of  inner  con¬ 
flict  into  his  first  dramatic  feature, 
Vera.  He  thought  he  was  making  a  film 
about  a  young  woman’s  identity  crisis, 
about  macho  stereotypes  and  com¬ 
petitive  pressures  in  today’s  society, 
about  feelings  and  the  need  to  express 
them ,  and  about  the  search  for  love  and 
acceptance  as  an  orphan  tries  to  over¬ 
come  her  upbringing  as  a  ward  of  the 
state. 

He  took  Vera  to  the  Berlin  Film 
Festival  where  its  star,  Ana  Beatriz 
Nogueira,  beat  out  Oscar  winner  Marlee 
Matlin  for  the  Best  Actress  award.  Later 
Vera  was  named  Best  Picture  at  the  Up¬ 
psala  (Sweden)  International  Film 
Festival.  It  played  in  Germany  and 
Brazil  to  good  response  from  general 
audiences.  Then  Toledo  went  to  New 
York  and  discovered  Vera  was  “a  les¬ 
bian  film.” 

“They  categorize  everything,”  he 
complained  during  a  vacation  trip  to 
San  Francisco.  “They  make  you  like  a 
doctor  who  specializes.  No  place  else  do 
they  do  that.  In  Brazil  everybody  would 


go  to  see  my  film.  Some  liked  it  and 
some  didn’t,  but  not  because  of  whether 
they  were  gay.  Some  gay  people  liked  it 
and  some  didn’t,  but  also  some  nongay 
people  liked  it  and  some  didn’t.” 
Toledo’s  lament  about  the  American 
tendency  to  pigeonhole  artists  is  often 
heard  here,  from  natives  and  foreigners 
alike. 

“People  are  not  as  separate  in 
Brazil,”  the  filmmaker  continues. 
“Two  of  the  most  popular  singers  there 
(Caetano  Veloso  and  Gilberto  Gil)  are 
bisexual.  Sometimes  they  dress  an¬ 
drogynous  and  sometimes  they  are 
flamboyant,  but  everybody  goes  to  their 
concerts  and  enjoys  them.  It’s  not  a  gay 
thing.” 

Toledo,  who’s  31  years  old,  was  in 
town  to  visit  his  cousin  Berta  Segall, 
who  worked  on  the  art  direction  of  Hec¬ 
tor  Babenco’s  Ironweed  and  Kiss  of  the 
Spider  Woman.  Segall  moved  here  last 
fall  from  New  England. 

Babenco  was  also  influential  in 
Toledo’s  career.  They  met  when  the  lat¬ 
ter  was  14,  and  Toledo  immediately 
started  making  super  8  films.  He  turned 
professional  while  still  in  his  teens,  and 
made  his  first  feature,  a  prizewinning 
documentary  about  the  labor  move¬ 
ment,  Bracos  Cruzados,  Maquinas 


Parados  (Arms  Folded,  Machines  Stop¬ 
ped),  when  he  was  only  22.  This  highly 
political  work  was  “very  important  to 
Brazil,”  Toledo  says,  “but  very  outside 
of  my  life.  Afterwards  I  thought  about 
what  kind  of  film  I  would  really  like  to 
make.” 

Toledo  says  he  wanted  to  show  the 
pressures  modern  society  puts  on  peo¬ 
ple.  “You’re  in  competition  all  the 
time,”  he  says.  “Since  the  hippie  move¬ 
ment  we’ve  been  having  the  highest  level 
of  consumerism,  with  everyone  buying 
and  selling  themselves.  How  can  you  be 
honest  in  this  society?  We  try  more  and 
more  to  hide  ourselves  behind  labels. 
I’m  a  ‘filmmaker.’  You’re  a  ‘critic.’  I’m 
‘punk.’  I  used  to  be  ‘new  wave.’  I’m 
‘post-punk.’” 

A  very  personal  film,  Vera  reflects 
Toledo’s  difficulties  growing  up  and  try¬ 
ing  to  be  a  man  in  today’s  society.  That 
he  should  project  his  own  feelings  and 
conflicts  onto  an  18-year-old  woman 
makes  Vera  unique,  but  despite  persis¬ 
tent  questioning  Toledo  never  really  ex¬ 
plains  why  he  did  it  that  way. 

“I  identify  with  Vera  very  much,”  he 
says.  “In  school  I  was  never  making 
sports  and  putting  myself  in  competi¬ 
tion.  I  was  shy  and  felt  afraid  I’d  never 
win.  So  I  started  making  films,”  he 


laughs,  “and  found  I  was  in  the  middle 
of  the  worst  competition  of  all.” 

While  Toledo  had  a  middle-class  up¬ 
bringing  in  a  loving  family,  Vera  Bauer 
is  raised  in  a  state  boarding  school  for 
orphans,  an  institution  that  looks 
suspiciously  like  the  reform  schools  of 
American  B  movies.  Masculinity  is  a 
valued  commodity  among  the  school¬ 
girls,  the  butchest  being  the  most  feared 
and  respected.  Vera  develops  this 
quality.  “She  disguises  her  fear,  pain 
and  suffering,”  her  creator  explains.  In 
other  words,  she  suppresses  those  feel¬ 
ings  she  considers  feminine  —  i.e., 
weak  —  except  in  the  poetry  she  writes 
in  secret. 

Toledo  says  that,  in  trying  to  meet 
society’s  standards  for  manhood,  he 
also  had  to  do  some  suppressing.  At  one 
point,  he  recalls,  “I  discovered  1  didn’t 
know  where  my  feelings  were.  I  was 
hiding  myself  behind  a  rational  way  of 
being.  If  I  put  this  away  1  wouldn’t 
know  what  I  really  felt.”  The  role 
models  he  followed,  he  realizes  now, 
were  the  most  exaggerated  macho 
stereotypes,  and  the  same  is  true  for 
Vera. 

“The  men  she  sees  are  caricatures. 
She  has  a  very  tough  life  and  thinks  if 
she  would  be  a  man,  life  would  be 


easier.”  When  Vera  leaves  school  at  18, 
a  professor  helps  her  get  an  entry-level 
job  at  his  university.  She  maintains  her 
masculine  facade  and  sometimes  tries  to 
pass  as  a  man. 

Despite  what  Toledo  said  about  gays 
and  nongays  mixing  easily  in  Brazil,  in 
the  film,  Vera  believes  she’ll  be  more 
easily  accepted  as  a  pre-operative 
transsexual  than  a  lesbian.  She  falls  in 
love  with  Clara  (Aida  Leiner),  a  lesbian 
mother  who  wants  Vera  to  be  a  woman, 
not  “a  man  like  all  the  others.” 

As  Clara  picks  away  at  her  defenses

Action  Jackson 

Just  trying  to  count  the  acts  of  pre¬ 
credit  carnage  will  make  you  cast  your 
abacus  aside  in  despair,  as  Craig  R. 
Baxley’s  wham!  bang!  boom! 
KAPOWIE!!  movie  goes  over  the  Ram¬ 
bo.  Carl  Weathers  emerges  amid  the 
mayhem  as  maverick  Detroit  cop 
Jericho  Jackson,  whose  career  walls 
recently  came  tumbling  down  from 
lieutenant  to  sergeant.  Now,  nick¬ 
named  Action,  he’s  after  lethal  tycoon 
Craig  T.  Nelson,  who's  wiping  out  auto 
workers’  union  leaders  so  he  can 
handpick  the  U.S.’s  next  president. 
Huh?  Not  to  worry  —  the  plot’s  only 
purpose  is  occasionally  to  interrupt 
the  firebomb-throwing,  window- 
smashing,  ship-sinking,  car-crashing, 
nasty  karate,  torturing,  torching, 
never-lets-up  action.  Needless  to  say, 
the  humor  supplied  by  Weathers  and 
co-star  cabaret  singer/heroin  addict 
Vanity  (who  does  quite  nicely,  thank 
you)  gets  lost,  and  you  may  wish  the 
movie  would  too,  but  if  Weathers 
weathers  this  one,  you  can  bet  your 
sweet  savage  sequel  he’ll  be  back 
again  in  action  as  Action.  (Coliseum, 
SF;  Rockridge,  Oakl.) 

Five  Corners 

Tony  Bill  has  created  a  jigsaw  puzzle 
of  a  movie  that  has  far  too  many 
pieces,  but  writer  John  Patrick 
Shanley’s  dialogue  almost  makes  it 
all  fit  together.  The  scene’s  set  in  1964 
in  the  Bronx  neighborhood  of  the  title, 
and  Jodie  Foster’s  scared  because 
local  psychopath  John  Turturro's 
back  from  jail  where  he  went  for  trying 
to  rape  her.  Loyal  boyfriend  Todd 
Graff  had  his  hip  broken  when  he  tried 
to  stop  T urturro  and  still  stands  by  her 
now,  but  Tim  Robbins,  who  saved  her, 
has  become  dedicated  to  Martin 
Luther  King's  nonviolence,  and  for 
him  charity  no  longer  begins  at  home. 
All  this  would  have  been  plot  enough, 
but  Bill  has  inflated  it  with  un¬ 
necessary  vignettes,  then  inex¬ 
plicably  left  them  as  loose  ends  that 
could  easily  have  been  incorporated 
into  the  plot.  Still,  the  acting,  except 
for  the  overdoing-it  Graff,  is  excellent, 
dominated  by  the  ever-menacing, 
crazedly  blinking  Turturro  who,  as  a 
man  doomed  to  be  cornered  by  his  in¬ 
sanity,  gives  a  five-star  performance. 
(4  Star,  SF.) 

Ironweed 

Twenty-two  years  ago  Jack  Nicholson 
accidentally  dropped  his  baby,  broke 
its  neck  and,  shattered,  abandoned 
his  family.  Ten  years  later  he  met  well¬ 
born  Meryl  Streep  who  was  cheated 
out  of  her  money  and  committed  to  an 
institution  before  she,  too,  ended  up 
on  the  streets.  This  is  Argentina-born 
director  Hector  Babenco’s  look  at 
their  lives  that  tells  you  both  more  and 
less  than  everything  you  wanted  to 
know  about  vagrants  in  1938  Albany, 
N.Y.  The  problem  is  that  the 
flashbacks  intended  to  flesh  out  the 
whys  and  wherefores  that  made  these 
two  slip  through  so-called  normalcy’s 
cracks  are  themselves  sometimes  in¬ 
complete,  and  although  one 
witnesses  all  the  levels  of  the  pair’s 
pain,  they  rarely  touch  the  heart. 
Streep  has  moments  but  too  few  of 


them,  Nicholson  tries  hard  to  carry  the 
film  but  can’t  quite,  and  only  Carroll 
Baker  as  Nicholson’s  wife  seems 
solid  in  a  film  in  which  Babenco’s 
good  intentions  are  as  apparent  as  his 
inability  to  fully  present  them.  (Metro, 
SF;UA,  Berk.)  ■

Vera  goes  into  her  ultimate  identity 
crisis.  The  ending  is  intentionally  am¬ 
biguous  because  Toledo  felt  it  would 
“kill  the  drama”  to  resolve  it.  “If  she 
commits  suicide,”  he  explains,  “you 
just  say,  ‘Poor  girl.  I’m  sorry  for  her, 
but  it  couldn’t  happen  any  other  way.”’ 
A  happy  ending  would  have  an  equally 
negative  effect. 

“At  the  end  she  goes  inside  herself  to 
discover  what  she  really  is.  I  don’t  know 
what  she  is.  Maybe  she’s  a  lesbian, 
maybe  not.”  Some  viewers,  he  says, 
have  found  the  ending  an  allegory  for 
death,  while  others  have  found  it  op¬ 
timistic. 

One  interpretation  is  that  Vera  kills 
her  male  side  in  the  end.  Toledo 
disagrees.  “She  doesn’t  kill  the  male 
side,  but  the  macho  stereotype.  I  think 
it’s  optimistic.” 

Toledo  lived  among  lesbians  for  more 
than  a  year  while  researching  the  film. 
His  documentary  experience  had  taught 
him  a  lot  about  doing  research,  but  this 
was  different.  “At  the  beginning  it  was 
very  hard  to  be  accepted,”  he  says,  but 
once  they  got  over  their  initial  suspicion 
the  women  were  friendly  and  helpful. 

He  observed  that  women  from  the 
lower  classes  were  more  likely  to  mimic 
traditional  male-female  roles  in  their 
relationships.  One  couple  seemed  very 
comfortable  together  and  were  settled 
into  a  routine  where  one  would  open 
doors  for  the  other,  walk  on  the  curb 
side  and  do  all  the  things  a  gallant  male 
would.  When  Toledo  asked  how  long 
they  had  been  together  they  replied, 
“Fifteen  days.”  The  uncertainty  of  con¬ 
temporary  living  in  which  “everything 
seems  temporary”  is  forcing  people  to 
get  close  to  each  other  quickly.  “We  are 
living  in  a  period  with  a  great  lack  of 
hope,”  he  observes. 

Toledo  seems  happy  to  stay  a 
Brazilian.  He  admits  the  lure  of 
Hollywood  can  be  tempting,  but  says 
he’d  rather  stay  in  Brazil  to  make 
movies.  Vera  taught  him  a  lot  about  the 
business  end  of  things,  from  raising 
money  to  being  aggressive  about  getting 
his  film  booked  into  theaters,  and  now 
he’s  facing  another  dilemma:  “How  to 
stay  independent  but  still  reach  a  large 
audience.”  fl

ABT’s  eclectic 
traditions

WHEN  AMERICAN  Ballet 
Theatre  was  founded  in  1939, 
its  stated  purpose  was  to  pre¬ 
sent  “the  best  that  is  traditional,  the 
best  that  is  contemporary,  and,  in¬ 
evitably,  the  best  that  is  contro¬ 
versial.”  This  eclecticism  continues  to 
be  reflected  today,  especially  in  the 
choice  of  programming  for  its  current 
San  Francisco  run:  six  mix-billed  eve¬ 
nings  and  five  performances  each  of  the 
full-length  story  ballets  “The  Sleeping 
Beauty”  and  “Giselle.” 

In  its  opening  gala  benefit  at  the 
Opera  House  Feb.  16th,  ABT’s  reper¬ 
tory  suggested  the  traditional,  in 
Balanchine’s  “Ballet  Imperial,”  the 
contemporary,  in  the  San  Francisco 
premiere  of  “Bruch  Violin  Concerto 
No.  1,”  and  if  not  the  controversial,  at 
least  the  contrasting  in  the  revival  of 
Tudor’s  “Gala  Performance.” 

With  a  sumptuous  set  of  blue  velvet 
curtains  —  suggesting  a  palace  interior 
—  and  regal  costumes  to  match  the  for¬ 
mal  stage  patterns  of  the  corps  de 
ballet,  the  complex  Balanchine  choreog¬ 
raphy  presented  an  elegant  Susan 
Jaffe  who  once  again  proved  herself 
the  prima  ballerina  par  excellence  of 
this  company.  In  the  eight  years  since 
Baryshnikov  pulled  her  from  the  corps 
ranks  to  substitute  for  Gelsey 
Kirkland,  Jaffe  has  mesmerized  au¬ 
diences  with  her  swan-like  arms  and 
over-arched  feet.  Her  Rose  Adage  in 
“The  Sleeping  Beauty”  is  strikingly 
similar  to  the  youthful  Margot 
Fonteyn. 

The  premiere  of  “Bruch’s  Violin 
Concerto  No.  1,”  a  ballet  by  ABT 
principal  dancer  Clark  Tippet,  showed 


ABT’s  continued  commitment  to  com¬ 
missioning  new  works  by  contem¬ 
porary  choreographers.  While  tradi¬ 
tional  elements  form  the  basis  of  this 
sensuously  moving  ballet,  Tippet’s 
choreography  exuded  such  unexpected 
touches  as  the  coquettish  tilt  of 
Alessandra  Ferri’s  head  over  her 
shoulder  during  partnered  lifts,  and  the 
powerful  thematic  movement  state¬ 
ments  of  Amanda  McKerrow  and  Leslie 
Browne.  Tippet’s  four  ballerinas 
dressed  in  different  colors  and  styles, 
and  the  choreography  is  reflective  of 
extreme  variance  in  personality,  yet 
avoids  cliches,  presents  each  dancer’s 
optimum  qualities  and  creates  images 
pure  in  form  and  emotionally 
touching. 

ABT  revived  Antony  Tudor’s  1938 
“Gala  Performance”  with  new  sets 
and  costumes.  Its  simple  plot  —  three 
famous  ballerinas  appearing  together 
for  the  first  time,  competing 
for  audience  attention  —  displays  the 
comic  side  of  the  company.  While  not 
technically  challenged,  Susan  Jaffe 
plays  a  perfect  snob,  and  John  Gar¬ 
dener  proves  riveting. 

Compared  with  “Gala  Perfor¬ 
mance,”  included  in  last  week’s  per¬ 
formances,  “Pillar  of  Fire,”  Tudor’s 
psychological  drama  about  sexual 
repression,  presents  an  altogether  dif¬ 
ferent  side  of  ABT’s  longtime  resident 
choreographer.  Due  to  illness  and  in¬ 
jury,  his  recent  “Leaves  are  Fading” 
will  not  be  shown  in  San  Francisco. 
ABT  shows  a  noticeable  lack  of  strong 
males,  which  makes  Baryshnikov’s 
absence  from  the  stage  even  more 
disappointing.

Sympathy 
for  the  devil 


SECRET  HONOR,  THE  LAST 
TESTAMENT  OF  RICHARD  M. 
NIXON:  A  POLITICAL  MYTH.  By 

Donald  Freed  and  Arnold  Stone, 
directed  by  Robert  Lovell  at  One  Act 
Theatre  Company,  SF.  Through 
March  13th.

S  RICHARD  NIXON  a  slimebag 
opportunist  who  rose  to  power  on 
one  long  wave  of  dirty  tricks?  Or  is 
Richard  Nixon  a  tortured  idealist  whose 
character  flaws  made  him  the  perfect 
fall  guy  for  the  rich  and  powerful  men 
who  set  him  up?  Or  is  Richard  Nixon 
just  your  average  American  Everyman 
who  stumbled  into  politics  because  no 
used  car  dealership  would  have  him? 

Guilty  on  all  counts,  according  to 
Secret  Honor,  the  crafty  portrait  of  our 
deposed  37th  president  by  Donald  Freed 
and  Arnold  Stone.  In  their  fantasy 
scenario  we  meet  a  washed-up,  gar¬ 
rulous  Nixon  bent  on  setting  the  record 
straight  before  ending  it  all  with  a  bullet 
to  his  temple. 

With  the  archetypal  tape  recorder 
running,  Nixon  argues  his  case  before 
an  imaginary  judge,  sputtering  and 
fuming  and  whining  as  he  recounts  the 
“reasons  behind  the  reasons”  for  his 
downfall.  You  can  bet  he’s  not  going  to 
take  this  rap  alone:  He  blames 
Eisenhower  and  the  Committee  of  100 
cabal  at  the  Bohemian  Grove.  He 
blames  his  family  and  Spiro  Agnew  and 
the  Kennedys  and  Henry  Kissinger  and 
Marilyn  Monroe  and  even  the  founding 
fathers,  those  “snotty  English  shits.” 
But  ultimately  he  blames  us  —  we,  after 
all,  made  him  and  elected  him.  “I’m  not 
the  American  nightmare,”  he  crows 
triumphantly,  “I’m  the  American 
dream.” 

And  that’s  the  point  of  this 
fascinating  dramatic  exercise.  The 
authors  of  Secret  Honor  want  us  to  look 
Richard  Nixon  in  his  jowly,  shifty-eyed 
face  and  claim  him  as  one  of  our  own. 
They  want  us  to  recognize  him  as  a  cor¬ 
rupt  product  of  a  corrupt  culture,  rather 
than  as  an  aberrant  hustler  and  a  na¬ 
tional  joke.  Actually,  the  audience  has  it 
both  ways:  We  get  the  humanized,  com¬ 
plicated  Nixon  and  we  also  get  Tricky 
Dick  in  all  his  sleazy  glory. 

Freed  and  Stone  certainly  had  plenty 
to  work  with  when  fashioning  this 
script.  Their  freewheeling,  stream-of- 


consciousness  monologue  is  studded 
with  lots  of  dark  tidbits  from  Nixon’s 
well-documented,  “checkered”  past. 
There  are  reminiscences  from  his 
miserable  childhood  (in  a  boyhood  note 
he  called  his  mother  “master”  and 
referred  to  himself  as  “Your  good  dog, 
Richard”).  There  are  references  to  the 
smear  tactics  he  used  against  Helen 
Gehagan  Douglas  during  his  first  con¬ 
gressional  election  and  his  leading  role  in 
the  red-baiting  House  Un-American 
Activities  Committee  hearings.  And 
there  is  an  admission  of  his  shameless 
toadying  to  that  potent  “shadow 
cabinet”  of  moguls  and  magnates  who 
owned  his  soul. 

From  these  historical  facts  the 
authors  also  spin  fantasy  conjectures 
that  don’t  sound  so  farfetched.  It’s 
possible,  as  they  suggest,  that  the  “big 
boys”  did  actually  promise  Nixon  a 
third  term  as  president  if  he  would  keep 
the  Vietnam  War  going.  It’s  a  little  less 
probable,  though  not  inconceivable, 
that  Nixon  himself  would  invent  the 
Deep  Throat  informant  for  Woodward 
and  Bernstein  as  a  way  of  engineering 
his  own  political  demise.  But  the  most 
believable  inventions  are  the  paranoid, 
bilious  insults  this  theatricalized  Nixon 
spews  out  at  everyone  he  has  ever  hated 
and  envied  —  they  sound  like  they  come 
off  another  reel  of  his  notorious  White 
House  tapes.  When  he  gloomily  recites 
Hamlet’s  “To  be  or  not  to  be”  soliloquy 
against  background  slides  of  Ike  golfing 
it’s  right  on  the  psycho-historical  mark. 

In  his  playwright’s  note,  Donald 
Freed  points  out  that  Secret  Honor  is  “a 
play  of  ‘fact’  and  ‘cruelty.’”  The  One 
Act  Theatre  production  handles  the  fact 
element  carefully,  but  pulls  back  from 
the  cruelty.  Director  Bob  Lovell  and  ac¬ 
tor  Robert  Kowollik  employ  a 
measured,  conversational  tone  that 
sometimes  dulls  the  full  force  of  Nixon’s 
angry  flamboyance.  Kowollik  wisely 
avoids  overdoing  the  famous  Nixonian 
physical  mannerisms,  the  hulking  gaze, 
hunched-in  stance  and  shuddering 
hands.  But  his  low-key  speaking  style 
grows  tedious  at  times,  and  he  defuses 
some  of  the  dialogue’s  bombshells  by 
delivering  them  in  an  offhand  manner. 
He  gives  an  intelligent  portrayal,  but 
could  pump  it  out  without  succumbing 
to  burlesque. 

Lovell’s  staging  also  needs  rework-

IT  WAS  Valentine’s  Day  and  no 
one  seemed  to  be  suffering  the 
blues.  But  in  the  cramped  subterra¬ 
nean  quarters  of  Larry  Blake’s 
Rathskellar,  Joe  Louis  Walker  was 
singing  gritty  pleas  and  squeezing 
mournful  tones  from  his  guitar. 
Walker  and  his  three-man  band,  the 
Boss  Talkers,  had  the  blues  ricocheting 
off  the  walls  and  the  SRO  crowd  danc¬ 
ing  in  place  or  tapping  along  on  the 
•tables.  A  few  formally  dressed 
sweethearts,  partying  after  Valentine’s 
dinner,  mingled  with  the  Blake’s  R&B 
regulars  and  everyone  was  focused  on 
Walker,  whose  onstage  intensity  has 
grown  mightily  during  the  past  year 
and  a  half. 

Despite  his  impassioned  vocal 
moans  and  bittersweet  guitar 
statements,  it  was  hard  to  believe  that 
the  native  of  San  Francisco’s  Fillmore 
District  was  really  feeling  blue.  His 
ebullient  manner  and  gap-toothed 
smiles  belied  the  lovelorn  themes  of  his 
songs.  Walker  is  bristling  with  ambi¬ 
tion  and  promise  these  days,  as  if  he 
can  feel  the  catapult  to  stardom  stirring 
beneath  his  feet.  His  career  hopes  are 
riding  on  the  same  forces  that  elevated 
Robert  Cray  out  of  the  Rathskellar 
—  where  a  copy  of  Cray’s  gold  record 
and  a  Musician  magazine  cover  photo 
decorate  the  wall  by  the  cigarette 
machine  —  to  concert  halls  around  the 
world. 

Walker  records  for  the  same 
Oakland-based  label,  HighTone 
Records,  that  has  been  Cray’s  spring¬ 
board,  and  his  Valentine’s  show  at 


Blake’s  was  a  record-release  party  for 
his  second  album,  The  Gift.  Walker 
produced  the  LP  himself,  assisted  by 
HighTone’s  Bruce  Bromberg,  and  the 
record  reflects  his  desire  to  expand  the 
boundaries  of  his  blues.  Earthier  than 
the  sleek  sound  of  Cray’s  latest  work. 
Walker’s  mix  draws  heavily  on  tradi¬ 
tional  urban  blues  and  soul,  updated 
through  rhythmic  and  textural  varia¬ 
tions  and  augmented  on  record  by  punchy 
Memphis  horn  charts. 

His  grit  doesn’t  preclude  sophistica¬ 
tion.  Walker  carefully  details  ar¬ 
rangements  of  his  four-piece  setting, 
and  during  his  first  set  at  Blake’s  he 
showed  off  his  own  rainbow  coalition 
of  styles.  Bassist  Henry  Oden  and 
drummer  Steve  Griffith  were  especially 
adept  at  shifting  through  rhythms  — 
blues  Stax  soul,  New  Orleans  R&B  — 
without  ever  letting  go  of  the  indelible 
groove.  Keyboardist  Kevin  Zuffi  sup¬ 
plied  dramatic  fills  with  swirling  colors 
and  elastic  textures.  On  “Moanin’ 
News,  ’  ’  he  played  electric  piano  behind 
Walker’s  vocal  and  shifted  smoothly  to 
organ  to  support  his  guitar  solo,  and 
for  his  backgrounds  and  solos  on  ‘  ‘One 
Woman,”  he  created  a  pleasing  Steve 
Winwood  synthesizer  sound. 

For  all  the  ensemble  emphasis, 
however,  Walker’s  always  the  focus. 
He’s  been  playing  guitar  for  26  of  his  38 
years  and  through  the  woodshedding, 
including  study  with  the  late  Michael 
Bloomfield,  he  has  mastered  an  in¬ 
teresting  range  of  techniques  within  a 
conventional  context.  “Don’t  Play 
Games”  featured  an  especially  clean 
and  biting  guitar  part,  which  Walker 
climaxed  by  creating  slide  effects  with 
his  fingers.  During  his  “Moanin’ 
News”  solo,  he  muffled  the  strings 
slightly  for  a  brittle  percussive  sound 
and  later  broke  out  of  terse  chording 
for  stinging  one-or  two-note  exclama¬ 
tions.  When  he  shrugged  his  shoulders 


and  tilted  his  head  as  he  played  call- 
and-response  with  voice  and  guitar,  the 
mannerism  bore  a  striking  resemblance 
to  B.B.  King,  while  the  playing  was 
usually  closer  to  Freddie. 

Walker  ended  his  set  with  “Ridin’ 
High”  from  his  first  LP,  an  accurate 
assessment  of  both  his  current  fortunes 
and  the  state  of  the  blues  in  1988.  Even 
if  there  isn’t  room  for  another  major 
star  in  the  blues  boomlet.  Walker  is  giv¬ 
ing  the  music  a  significant  boost. 

FOR  ALL  ITS  seeming  off¬ 
handedness,  Crazy  Back¬ 
wards  Alphabet  means  to  be  taken 
seriously.  At  the  Berkeley  Square  last 
week,  the  undefinable  quartet  rambled 
through  1 4  tunes  in  a  warm-up  for  what 
promises  to  be  a  killer  second  album. 
What  started  as  an  apparent  one-shot, 
Captain  Beefheart-inspired  project  for 
Oakland  guitarist  Henry  Kaiser  has 
turned  into  an  ongoing  band  of  im¬ 
pressive  dimensions.  In  the  early  ’70s, 
this  sort  of  alignment  of  stellar  in¬ 
strumentalists  was  called  a  “super¬ 
group,”  and  although  none  of  the 
Alphabet eers  are  as  well-known  as  Eric 
Clapton,  together  they  are  better  than 
an  underground  ’80s  version  of  Blind 
Faith. 

A  little  more  than  two  years  ago, 
Kaiser,  then  best  known  for  his  shatter¬ 
ing  excursions  into  improvised  guitar 
noise,  organized  former  Dixie  Dreg 
bassist  Andy  West  and  wild  Swedish 
drummer  Michael  Maksymenko  into  a 
rock  band.  By  recording  time,  original 
Beefheart  drummer  John  French  and 
guitarist  Bob  Adams  were  part  of  the 
flexibly  flying  group.  The  jarringly 
eclectic  CBA  album  on  SST  was  an  ex¬ 
ercise  in  extraordinary  musicianship, 
reflecting  influences  from  Beefheart  to 
Albert  Ayler,  Little  Feat  to  Z.Z.  Top, 
organized  into  incredible  precision 
without  sacrificing  each  player’s 
frightening  potential  for  explosive  im¬ 
provisations. 

Ready  for  a  second  foray  into  the 
studio,  armed  with  scores  of  new  songs 
written  mostly  by  Adams  and  French, 
the  increasingly  cohesive  CBA  quartet 
of  Kaiser,  French,  West  and  Adams 
(Maksymenko  takes  few  flights  out  of 
Scandinavia)  stormed  Berkeley  Square 
with  an  arsenal  that  included  “Shake, 
Rattle  and  Roll,”  The  Band’s  underap¬ 
preciated  “King  Harvest,”  an  old, 
unrecorded  Richard  Thompson  song, 
“The  Madness  of  Love”  (for  which 
Thompson  wrote  new  lyrics)  and  a 
folio  of  new  material. 

CBA’s  music  is  a  strange  hybrid, 
complex  but  neither  hopelessly  tangled 
around  the  beat  nor  self-consciously 
impenetrable.  Kaiser’s  passion- 
wracked  solos  were  the  most  hysterical 
elements.  Adams,  who  looked  like  he’d 
rather  be  home  in  Southern  California 
running  the  family  business,  came  up 
with  several  shivering  solos  of  his  own 
and  sang  admirably  on  “King 
Harvest.”  West  was  a  steady  marvel, 
providing  crucial  bass  rhythms  and 
harmonic  signals.  And  French,  the  un¬ 
sung  innovator  of  Beefheart’s  multi¬ 
rhythmic  brew,  is  simply  one  of  the 
monster  geniuses  of  rock  drumming,  a 
pillar  of  fierce  concentration,  power 
and  exactness,  a  steely  mainstream  on 
the  verge  of  coming  violently  undone. 
How  he  manages  to  sing  —  very  ex¬ 
pressively  —  while  hammering  those 
rhythms  is  unfathomable. 

During  one  of  the  new  songs, 
“Heavy  Load,”  French  sang  “there 
was  a  moment  in  the  midst  of  time 
when  a  man  could  be  sure  of  the  state  of 
his  crime.”  CBA  unravels  and  reforms 
that  cultural  confusion  in  a  wonderful 
way.  It’s  hard  to  know  where  this  band, 
not  attached  to  any  particular  sub¬ 
culture,  can  click.  But  anyone  in¬ 
terested  in  adventurous  rock  should 
consider  relearning  the  alphabet.  ■

Grammy  Awards  blues 

When  the  30th  Annual  Grammy 
Awards  are  handed  out,  most  of  the 
public  attention  will  be  focused  on  the 
high-profile  rock,  pop  and  R&B  nomi¬ 
nations,  where  the  Michael  Jacksons, 
Madonnas,  Bruce  Springsteens,  Stevie 
Wonders,  Whitney  Houstons  and  their 
clones  compete.  But  El  Cerrito’s 
Bayside  Records  Distributing  will  be 
watching  the  five  Blues,  Country  and 
Folk  categories,  because  the  specialized 
indie  distributor  handles  1 1  nominated 
albums  in  those  genres. 


This  weekend,  Bay  Area  clubs  host 
two  of  Bayside’s  Grammy  nominees: 
James  Cotton’s  Take  Me  Back  (Blind 
Pig),  honored  in  the  Blues  field,  and 
Earl  King  and  Roomful  of  Blues’ 
dazed  (Rounder),  touted  in  Contem¬ 
porary  Blues.  Cotton,  the  Mississippi- 
bred  harmonica  wailer  and  gruff  singer, 
honed  his  craft  with  the  great  Sonny 
Boy  Williamson  and  went  on  to  play 
with  Howlin’  Wolf  for  two  years,  Mud¬ 
dy  Waters  for  12  and  more  than  a  few 
white  rock-blues  bands  along  the  way. 
He  remains  a  vital  surviving  link  be¬ 
tween  Delta  roots  and  the  electric  urban 
Chicago  sound.  The  James  Cotton 
Blues  Band  plays  the  Omni  in  Oakland, 
Saturday,  Feb.  27th. 

More  uptown  and  jazz-tinged  in  its 
jump-blues  stylings,  the  boisterous 
Roomful  of  Blues  continues  to  thrive 
from  the  unlikely  hotbed  of  Providence, 
Rhode  Island,  sailing  through  occa¬ 
sional  personnel  changes  without  skip¬ 
ping  a  beat  or  a  shuffle.  The  latest  shift 
in  the  greatest  “little  big  band”  in  rock 
or  blues  involves  the  crucial  guitar  slot, 
vacated  by  Ronnie  Earl  and  now  filled 
by  a  young  Texas  hotshot  named  Tom¬ 
my  K.  The  assumption  is  that  the  “K” 
signifies  Klemperer,  as  Roomful’s  new 
stringbuster  is  related  to  both  the  con¬ 
ductor,  Otto,  and  the  actor  Werner. 
Boasting  a  crack  hom  section  including 
the  lovable  Porky  Cohen  on  trombone 
and  vocalist  Greg  Piccolo  on  tenor  sax, 
Roomful  swings  its  exciting  ensemble 
sound  into  the  Kennel  Club  for  a 
Blues/R&B  Dance  Party  with  the  Chris 
Cain  Band,  also  on  Saturday,  Feb.  27th.

Road  and  Roadside:  American 
Photographs,  1930-1986 

The  American  road  and  roadside  is  an 
irresistible  subject  for  the  traveling  art¬ 
ist  —  and  a  blessing  to  the  photo¬ 
graphic  industry.  Who  can  resist  the 
temptation  of  a  snapshot  when  con¬ 
fronted  with  an  abandoned  filling  sta¬ 
tion  covered  with  1930s  Coke  signs,  or  a 
70-foot  dinosaur  fronting  a  roadside 
refreshment  stop? 

Currently  at  the  San  Francisco 
Museum  of  Modern  Art  is  a  richly 
diverse  photographic  exhibition  entitled 
“Road  and  Roadside:  American  Photo¬ 
graphs,  1930-1986.”  Theexhibit  includes 
works  by  more  than  60  photographers, 
ranging  from  well-known  artists  like 
Ansel  Adams,  Robert  Frank,  Paul 
Caponigro  and  Ed  Weston  to  virtual 
unknowns,  each  with  a  very  individual 
perception  of  American  highway  travel 
or  roadside  living. 

Most  of  the  photographs  are  straight¬ 
forward  black-and-white  and  color  prints. 
The  subjects  bounce  between  the  coasts, 
and  a  host  of  American  subcultures  are 
revealed.  The  differences,  seen  together 
on  the  same  gallery  wall,  are  fasci¬ 
nating:  a  truck  on  a  lush  Carolina  coastal 
road  in  the  rain;  a  blackoil  train  crossing 
the  pale  hot  desert;  a  neon-green  Florida 
street,  with  palm  trees,  plastic  and  elec¬ 
trical  wires;  a  gas  station  next  to  a 
Jersey  refinery,  the  sign  suggesting 
drivers  “fill  up  at  the  refinery.” 

Many  of  the  images  are  immediately 
recognizable.  Patty  Carroll’s 
“Michigan  ”  portrays  a  roadside  motel 
at  night,  completely  lit  by  the  deep  red  of 
its  neon  sign.  Frank  Gohlke’s  “Grain 
Elevator  and  Lightning  Flash,  La  Mesa, 
Texas,”  depicts  just  what  it  says. 

But  it's  the  way  each  artist  has  cap¬ 
tured  the  subject  that  makes  each  motel 
sign  or  roadside  grain  elevator  special. 
Tom  Arndt’s  “Lookin  in  a  Valley  in  North 
Dakota”  is  an  ordinary  Dakota  night 
landscape,  but  almost  completely 
darkened;  the  image  is  faint,  yet  in¬ 
tricate  once  your  eyes  adjust. 

The  show  can  be  called  a  compilation 
because  there’s  no  overall  mood  to 
these  images.  But  this  country,  and  its 
roadsides,  are  way  too  big  for  that. 

The  exhibit  runs  through  March  6th  at 
the  Museum  of  Modern  Art,  401  Van 
Ness,  SF.  863-8800.  Museum  hours: 
Tues.,  Wed.  and  Fri.,  10am-5pm;Thurs., 
10am-9  pm;  Sat.  and  Sun.,  11  am-5  pm.

Sexual  Difference:  Both  Sides  of 
the  Camera 

The  current  photography  exhibition 
at  New  Langton  Arts,  “Sexual  Differ¬ 
ence:  Both  Sides  of  the  Camera,”  explores 
issues  of  sexual  representation  in  still 
photography.  Curated  by  Abigail  Solo- 
mon-Godeau,  a  New  York-based  writer 
and  critic  whose  work  has  appeared  in 
October  and  Aperture,  this  travelling 
exhibit  is  making  its  only  West  Coast 
appearance  at  New  Langton  Arts. 


The  exhibit  is  broadly  divided  into  two 
sections.  The  first,  “Subject  Position 
and  the  Erotics  of  Looking,”  includes 
works  by  Francesca  Woodman,  Peter 
Hujar,  Baron  von  Gloeden  and  Imogen 
Cunningham.  Solomon-Godeau  ar¬ 
ranges  these  photographs  to  demon¬ 
strate  that  eroticism  in  photographic 
images  relies  more  on  cultural  sym¬ 
bolism  and  codes  than  the  biological 


sex  of  the  person  photographed.  Peter 
Hujar’s  black-and-white  photographs 
show  nude  or  cloth-draped  men  in 
statuesque  poses  before  large  empty 
backgrounds.  These  images  of  men  as 
erotic  objects  have  a  combined  effect  of 
sexual  intimacy  and  distance. 

The  second  part  of  the  exhibit, 
entitled  “Critical  Interventions,”  centers 
around  the  work  of  11  photographers, 
ranging  from  humorists  and  post- 
rriodernists  to  documentarists,  who 
consciously  attempt  to  alter  the  way  we 
look  at  sexuality  and  gender  relations. 
Diane  Neumaier’s  20-part  work,  entitled 
“Teach  Yourself  Photography:  50  Years 
of  Hobby  Manuals  1935-1985”  focuses 
on  gender  roles  as  presented  by  the 
photography  industry  itself.  The  im¬ 
ages,  blown  up  from  photographic  in¬ 
struction  manuals,  show  men  master¬ 
ing  the  photographic  apparatus  and 
technique  while  women  pose,  waiting  to 
be  captured  on  film. 

Aside  from  the  visual  impact  of  the 
photographs  themselves,  the  accompa¬ 
nying  essay  by  curator  Solomon- 
Godeau  is  very  helpful  for  those  un¬ 
familiar  with  movements  in  contem¬ 
porary  photography. 

“Sexual  Difference:  Both  Sides  of  the 
Camera”  runs  through  March  3rd  at 
New  Langton  Arts.

Julian  Schnabel 

To  read  some  critics,  you  might  think 
that  Julian  Schnabel  has  single- 


handedly  saved  the  act  of  painting.  With 
his  allusions  to  religion,  philosophy  and 
art  history,  he  has  brought  content  back 
into  painting;  through  the  manipulation 
of  smashed  crockery,  charred  wood, 
animal  hide  and  antlers,  he  has  broken 
new  ground  in  the  use  of  materials. 
Schnabel,  whose  first  solo  show  of 
“broken-plate”  paintings  at  a  New  York 
gallery  in  1979  caused  an  art  world  sen¬ 
sation,  became  an  overnight  media 
celebrity  at  the  age  of  28. 

So  much  media  hype  surrounds  the 
artist  (including  the  growing  controver¬ 
sy  over  the  commercialization  of  art, 
and  the  art  market's  need  for  “stars”  to 
boost  sales)  that  it’s  almost  impossible 
to  view  his  work  objectively.  Tempting 
though  it  may  be  to  cut  an  inflated 
reputation  down  to  size,  many  of  the 
paintings  in  the  Schnabel  retrospective 
now  at  the  San  Francisco  Museum  of 
Modern  Art  can’t  be  that  easily  dismissed. 

The  most  striking  thing  about  many 
of  the  recent  paintings  in  the  current  ex¬ 
hibition  is  their  monumental  size.  Ex¬ 
ecuted  on  canvas  or  tarpaulin,  they  are 
so  large  that  one  or  at  most  two  may 
cover  an  entire  wall.  But  sheer  bigness 
is  always  impressive,  and  in  a  few,  in¬ 
cluding  “The  Goddess  of  Reason”  and 
“Diaspora”  (the  latter  painting  has  been 
bought  by  the  museum),  their  size  adds 
to  the  feeling  that  the  artist  is  grappling 
with  Big  Themes  here,  that  grandiose 
scale  can  somehow  be  equated  with  ex¬ 
alted  concepts. 

Too  often  the  titles  (“Portrait  of  God,” 
“Prehistory:  Glory,  Honor,  Privilege,  and 
Poverty”)  add  an  allegorical  layer  to  the 
paintings  that  the  actual  works  don’t 
support.  Schnabel  insists  that  the  titles 
have  no  significance,  and  that  the  works 
are  not  capable  of  being  explained  in 
literal  or  metaphorical  terms.  Why  then 
use  titles  at  all?  Perhaps  without  names 
like  “Eulalio  Epiclantos  After  Seeing  St. 
Jean  Vianney  on  the  Plains  of  the  Cure 
d’Ars”  the  paintings  might  lose  their 


recondite  aura,  and  with  it  the  artist’s 
pretensions  to  hidden  symbolism. 

There  are  ideas  at  work  here;  it’s 
simply  that  they  exist  in  the  exploitation 
of  materials  rather  than  in  arcane  philo¬ 
sophical  references.  Schnabel’s 
strongest  paintings  are  still  the  broken- 
plate  panels,  perhaps  because  of  their 
kitschy  vitality,  but  also  because  it’s 
easy  to  feel  some  contact  with  the  pro¬ 
cess  behind  the  paintings.  In  these 
works,  paint  shards,  bonded  on  wood  or 
masonite  with  dental  plaster,  are  then 
overlaid  with  abstract  imagery.  The 
paintings  (“Spain,”  from  1986,  is  the 
most  accomplished)  have  an  apocalyp¬ 
tic  feel  to  them;  they  might  very  well 
function  as  future  archaeological 
evidence  of  the  detritus  of  contem¬ 
porary  culture.  On  a  childlike  level,  the 
paintings  are  satisfying,  too,  probably 
because  smashing  all  those  plates 
looks  like  fun. 

This  dichotomy  in  Schnabel’s  art  — 
between  its  kitsch  materiality  and  its 
aspirations  to  abstruse  concepts  — 
was  unwittingly  revealed  by  the  artist 
himself  in  a  slide  presentation  prior  to 
the  show’s  opening.  Schnabel  used 
music  to  accompany  the  slides,  at  first 
playing  dirge-like  Christian  anthems 
sung  in  Arabic  by  a  Tunisian  vocalist, 
and  later  offering  Aretha  Franklin  with  “I 
Say  a  Little  Prayer  for  You.”  As  you 
might  expect,  the  paintings  somehow 
looked  a  lot  better  when  sung  to  by  the 
Queen  of  Soul.

He  made  only  a  handful 
of  films,  but  they’ve  since 
become  serious  classic.  Zero  for 
Conduct  (pictured),  set  in  a  run¬ 
down  boarding  school,  is  the 
story  of  the  tormented  school- 
childrens’  rebellion  against  in¬ 
human  authority  —  in  this  case  a 
dwarf  headmaster.  You're  in  the 


childrens’  heads  all  the  time, 
clowning  around,  yet  the  boyish 
energy  is  only  leading  to  con¬ 
frontation.  The  film  was  the 
basis  for  Lindsey  Anderson’s 
If .  . .  and  Truffaut’s  400  Blows.

Leslie  Browne,  making  her  debut  in 
the  leading  role  of  “Pillar  of  Fire”  on 
Feb.  24th  suggests  ABT’s  diversity  of 
repertory  in  the  contrasting  roles  she  is 
dancing  in  San  Francisco:  From  the 
comic  Russian  ballerina  in  “Gala  Perfor¬ 
mance”  to  the  title  role  in  the  classical 
“Giselle”  to  the  tortured  Hagar  in  “Pillar 
of  Fire.”  More  intriguing  is  the  fact  that 
in  the  two  Tudor  ballets,  Browne  is  danc¬ 
ing  roles  originally  created  for  her  god¬ 
mother,  Nora  Kaye. 

The  premiere  of  “Pillar  of  Fire”  in 
1942made  an  overnight  starofKaye.  A 
gifted  dramatic  dancer,  Kaye  brought  a 
searing  edge  to  the  role  of  the^ young 
woman  who  wrongly  believes  her  lover 
to  be  unfaithful  to  her.  Panicky  that  he 
might  prefer  her  beautiful  younger 
sister,  Hagar  desperately  throws  her¬ 
self  at  a  stranger  and  is  later  forgiven  by 
her  constant  lover. 

Dancing  the  role  inextricably  linked 
to  Kaye  is  a  challenge  to  Browne,  but 
she  says,  “1  have  to  approach  a  role 
honestly  for  myself.  That  way  maybe  1 
can  bring  something  new  to  it.” 
Browne,  whose  face  became  familiar 
through  her  role  as  the  duped  young 
dancer-on-the-rise  in  the  film  The 
Turning  Point,  more  recently  proved 
her  dramatic  acting  strength  in  the 
Herbert  Ross  film  Dancers,  in  which 
she  plays  the  cynical  Nadine. 

In  San  Francisco,  however,  Browne 
also  will  be  making  her  debut  in  the  title 
role  of  “Giselle,”  deemed  to  be  the 
ultimate  challenge  for  a  ballerina  who 
must  play  an  innocent  village  girl  in 


love  with  a  prince  in  disguise  in  Act  I, 
then  a  willi,  or  dead  spirit,  in  Act  11.  As 
Browne  explains,  “Myrolein  ‘Pillar’  is 
closer  to  my  personality.  I  can  under¬ 
stand  it  better,  whereas  Giselle  is  a 
naive,  shy  girl  from  a  period  where 
women  were  not  assertive.” 

The  mad  scene  at  the  close  of  Act  I 
requires  just  the  sort  of  dramatic 
capabilities  that  make  Browne  com¬ 
pelling  in  “Bruch  Violin  Concerto” 
and  as  the  Lilac  Fairy  in  “The  Sleeping 
Beauty.”  This  sort  of  diversity  in  her 
repertory  as  a  dancer  is,  as  she  puts  it, 
“for  my  health.  I  get  stagnant  and 
frustrated  without  versatility  being 
demanded  of  me.” 

The  same  freedom  from  such  bore¬ 
dom  exists  for  audiences  attending 
ABT.  Far  from  a  repository  of  the 
past,  the  90-member  company  exposes 
the  ballet -goer  to  a  variety  of  dancing 
styles  and  techniques.  In  any  one  eve¬ 
ning,  it’s  doubtful  that  the  viewer  will  be 
delighted  by  every  ballet.  But  to  attend 
more  than  one  program  of  ABT’s  San 
Francisco  run  is  to  be  assured  that  ar¬ 
tistically  it  continues  the  policy  of 
presenting  the  best  of  traditional,  con¬ 
temporary  and  even  controversial  in 
both  repertory  and  dancers.  ■

ing.  Too  often  he  places  Kowollik  on  the 
floor  at  the  edge  of  the  stage,  where  only 
people  in  the  first  few  rows  can  see  him. 
With  only  one  actor  to  watch,  that’s  a 
real  problem. 

Secret  Honor  seems  slightly  dated 
now  that  the  mainstream  news  media 
has  polished  up  Nixon’s  tarnished 


reputation.  But  the  play  still  packs  a 
punch,  especially  in  an  election  year. 
Unlike  Ronald  Reagan,  Nixon  never 
could  hide  his  true  contorted  self  behind 
a  smooth  public  facade:  There  was 
always  something  ragged  and  raw  about 
him,  and  his  hunger  for  power  and  ap¬ 
proval  was  always  right  there  on  the  sur¬ 
face. 

Secret  Honor  reminds  us  that  the 
political  system  is  itself  corrupt,  not  just 
the  individual  who  manipulates  it.  We 
can  afford  a  little  sympathy  for  the 
devilly  if  we’re  willing  to  share  some 
responsibility  for  hell .  ■
